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CONCERNS have been raised 
about the safety of children at 
a playground and others using 
public toilets that will no 
longer be manned full-time 
from next month. 

The toilets, on Haverhill Rec¬ 
reation Ground in Camps Road, 
have previously won national 
awards for being clean and wel¬ 
coming. 

But staff who have worked there for 
many years are to be moved elsewhere 
when new company Ocean from Luton 
takes over the contract to maintain public 
toilets through St Edmundsbury from 
June 1. 

Last year, the Weekly News featured 
anxious parents who had discovered dis¬ 
carded syringes at the children’s 
playground which is close to the toilets. 

Adrian Bayford, whose wife Gillian 
found the needles last year, said he was 
very unhappy about the plan. He said: “I 
think it is disgusting. They are just going 
to get wrecked. It needs someone there all 
the time to make sure they are clean and 
secure. 

“I took my son up there the other day 
and took him in the toilets to change him.

O ne moment, loving 
mum Paula 
Armstrong was 
helping her son Andrew 
celebrate his 18th 
birthday - a week later 
she was looking at his 
lifeless body on a 
mortuary slab. 

Paula and her family are still 
stmggling to come to terms 
with the tragic loss of a much¬ 
loved son and brother, who died 
after crashing into a post while 
riding a motorbike off road. 

The 41-year-old has decided 
to speak publicly for the first 
time about the affects Andrew’s 
death, almost three years ago, 
have had on her family in 
support of a police campaign to 
warn youngsters of the dangers 
of riding bikes off road. 

Paula believes that only by 
spelling out the harsh reality of 
what happened to Andrew, can 
she prevent another family 
facing the same heartache. 

Her husband, also called 
Andrew, was so devastated by 
the loss of their son that he 
suffered a complete mental 
breakdown and spent three 
months in hospital receiving 
treatment. He has been unable 
to return to work since the 
tragedy and Paula is now his 
carer at their home in 
Queensway, Haverhill. 

Paula said: “Andrew had only 
got the bike two days before he

died. He got into bikes from a 
very early age, but his father 
and I were both unhappy when 
he got this bike because of the 
size of it. 

“I even said to his father ‘That 
bike will be the death of him.’ 
You say these things, but you 
never think it will actually 
happen. 

“Two days later I was at my 
friend’s house when I got a 
hysterical phone call from my 
daughter saying Andrew had 
had an accident on the field and 
he was unconscious. We went 


up there, but I had a sinking 
feeling. I said ‘my boy is dead’, I 
just felt it. 

“A mother will never know 
what love she has for her child 
until she sees them on a 
mortuary slab. Life has changed 
completely for the whole family, 
it has been totally devastating. 
My daughter found out she was 
pregnant just after Andrew died 
and I felt nothing at all. 

“There have been many 
times I have wanted to give my 
life up. They say it is like losing a 
limb, but it is worse. You lose 


your whole direction in life. 

“I would say to parents if you 
know your kids are riding bikes, 
you need to wake up to the 
danger and the way it would 
affect your whole life if 
something like this happened. 

“I just feel like there is a great 
big hole in my life which can 
never be filled. Kids just don’t 
listen, they think they are 
invincible. It is the parents’ 
responsibility to stop them 
riding off road. I think these 
bikes are killing machines. If 
one mother in this town takes 
action because of this, then I 
have done a job and my son 
won’t have died in vain.” 

Andrew’s other love after 
bikes was his music and Paula 
said, with encouragement from 
friend Mark Crawford, he had 
hoped to make a career of 
working as a DJ in clubs. 

More than 400 people 
attended Andrew’s funeral and 
she hopes to raise enough cash 
for a bench to be put in his 
memory on the green opposite 
her home. 

Pc Will Wright said police 
hoped that Paula’s warnings 
would hit home and stop other 
youngsters being injured or 
killed. 

He said: “At this time of year 
we get increasing complaints 
about bikes. They are not just 
risking their own lives, but they 
are a danger to other motorists.” 

There is no land in the 
Haverhill area where it is legal to 
ride off road and anyone who

“I know everyone is cutting 
costs, but you just need 
someone there to keep an eye 
on what is going on, especially 
so close to the children’s 
playground.” 

One mother, who asked not 
to be named, said she had 
already stopped her children 
visiting the playground 
because of this and felt the 
situation would get worse if the 
toilets were unmanned, 
especially during the school 
holidays. 


She said: “I don’t let my 
oldest one play down there 
because of the thing I saw in 
the papers last year. We only go 
down there if we are in the 
town and I am with them. 

“I don’t like the idea of them 
being unmanned. There will be 
parents who let their children 
go down there on their own 
and with the strange kind of 
people you get around these 
days, you don’t know what 
could happen.” 

A former toilet attendant 
said: “They will be vandalised 


and you will get all the druggies 
in there. They are nice, clean 
toilets, but they will go to rack 
and ruin if they are not 
manned. I think people should 
know about it, you don’t want 
to wait until something awful 
happens to a child or an adult 
before anything is done about 
it.” 

A council spokesperson said: 
“From fune 1 the council will 
be working with a new con¬ 
tractor to provide mobile 
cleaning services in its public 
conveniences in Haverhill and 


Bury St Edmunds. 

“Although the detail of the 
visits they make has yet to be 
finalised, the contract has been 
let on the basis that the same 
standards of cleanliness will be 
maintained. We will be monit¬ 
oring these standards, and the 
potential for vandalism, very 
closely and reviewing the 
situation to make sure that we 
are delivering a good service.

Woman found guilty of 
making false rape claim 


The man said he was led into a copse 
by Brooks where, at her request, they had 
sex. He told the jury: “I didn’t rape her.” 


Later that evening he and Brooks had 
sex at a friend’s house, when again she 
was a willing participant. 


He said: “She is just a liar and an 
attention seeker. She has got no one to 
feel sorry for her.” 


A witness said he saw Brooks and the 
man kissing and then going into the 
copse.

He said when Brooks and the man 
emerged, both were laughing and 
smiling. He said the only comment he 
heard Brooks make was: “I’ve lost my 
shoe.” 


A 17-year-old girl who was a friend of 
Brooks told Ipswich Crown Court she had 
seen her kissing and cuddling the man 
she later accused of rape. 


Brooks, of Sherbourne Road, Bury St 
Edmunds, told the jury she believed she 
had done nothing wrong and denied she 
had been laughing or kissing the man.

A WOMAN who falsely claimed 
she was raped has been con¬ 
victed of attempting to pervert 
the course of justice. 

lade Brooks, now 19, had denied the 
charge but was found guilty by a jury 
following a four-day trial. 

Brooks claimed she was raped in 
woodland in Haverhill in fuly, 2008, when 
she was 17. 

But she ended up being arrested, after 
refusing to be video-interviewed by 
police, as the man she accused was 
released without charge. 

During the trial, witnesses told how 
they had seen Brooks emerge from the 
wooded area where she later alleged she 
was raped, laughing and kissing the man 
she went on to accuse. 

The 18-year-old Haverhill man was 
arrested at his home after Brooks made 
the allegation. 

Giving evidence, he said he and two 
friends had been drinking at the White 
Hart pub and met three girls in the High 
Street before going to a wooded area near 
Haverhill’s former railway station. 


Brooks, who will be sentenced during 
the week beginning fune 7, was released 
on bail until then.

A telegram from the Queen and 
a family gathering at the weekend 
were two of the highlights of the 
celebrations for Harry and Beryl 
Phillips. 

The couple from Downton 
Place, Haverhill, have lived 
through some hard times together, 
supporting their seven children, as 
well as enduring a series of major, 
life-threatening illnesses which 
Harry has suffered, forcing him to 
retire through ill heath at 58.

They were hard 
times, I had three jobs at one time, 
as a window cleaner, a chicken 
catcher and an office cleaner. 

“I have had bacterial meningitis, 
bowel cancer, three massive heart 
attacks and I am on my third pace 
maker. I cannot praise the 
hospitals enough that have treated 
me. 

“I am going to live to 150 just to 
annoy all the people I don’t like. It 
has been a hard, but good life. I 
think you have got to pull together, 
everything seems to come too 
easily to people nowadays and 
they give up too quickly.” 

The couple met in Croydon 
when Harry was a painter at a 
house where Beryl was staying. 



She was just 14 and he was 15, and 
they married two years later. 

Beryl, who celebrated her 76th 
birthday on the day before her 
anniversary said: “I always say you 
have got to have give and take, he 
gives and I take. We have had some 
very hard times, when he was in 
the army from 1952-55 we just 


could not afford to eat so I went to 
stay with his brother and they 
helped us. When he was doing 
three jobs he just walked in one 
day and collapsed with a massive 
heart attack. It is a good job we 
have got such good doctors. I keep 
telling him he cannot go yet be¬ 
cause he has got to look after me.”

A SEA of yellow high 
visibility jackets could 
be seen in Haverhill 
yesterday as a multi¬ 
agency clean-up op¬ 
eration was launched 
in the town. 

The IMPACT event, 
centred on the Clements 
estate, involved two teams 
of police officers, Have- 
bury Housing staff, council 
staff, trading standards 
and vehicle registration 
officers. 

As well as a truancy 
sweep of youngsters who 
should be at school, they 
also checked vehicles 
which were untaxed or 
parked in the wrong place, 
garages which were not 
being rented, but appeared 
to be in use, rubbish, dam¬ 
age and graffiti. 

The action morning will 
be followed by two days of 
consultations with resi¬ 
dents on the estate, and a 
“community conversation” 
for them to receive feed¬ 
back tomorrow at the Leis- 
ton Community Centre 
from 3pm-6pm. 

Team leader Janice 
Hamilton said: “It is not 
the most exciting morning, 
but it is the most positive.

children’s scooters, shopp¬ 
ing trolleys and a traffic 
cone. 

Automated Number 
Plate Recognition equip¬ 
ment was used and a total 
of 1,300 vehicles went 
through speed checks, 
with the majority of them 
within the legal speed 
limit. A number of untaxed 
vehicles were found, but 
no truants discovered. 

Fire brigade officers arr¬ 
anged to make nine home 
safety checks and a num¬ 
ber of checks were made 
on garages. 

John Sanderson, of Suff¬ 
olk County Council, which 
led the event, said it was 
sparked by information 
from residents about iss¬ 
ues they wanted to see 
tackled. 

Robert Kempster, 73, 


who has lived on the 
Clements estate for 42 
years, told the town’s new 
police inspector, Chris 
Galley, that it was unusual 
to see two police officers 
on the estate and he had 
seldom seen one. 

He said: “Years ago we 
had plenty of policemen, 
but now these villains 
seem to do what they want 
to on the estate.” 

Inspector Galley said the 
police did the best they 
could with the resources 
available and his officers 
were encouraged to be out 
on high visibility patrols. 

He said changes to the 
policing structure in 
Suffolk should mean better 
responses to the public, 
with the nearest officer 
sent to each call.

On course to stop 
drivers on mobiles 


MOTORISTS caught using 
a mobile phone while 
driving are being offered 
the option of taking a new 
road safety course rather 
than a fine and points on 
their licence. 

Suffolk police are one of the 
first forces in the country to 
launch the new course. 

Some forces already operate a 
course option instead of fines or 
prosecution for other offences 
including careless driving and 
speeding. 

The first course for motorists 
caught using phones while at the 
wheel - or supervising a learner 
driver - will start this week. 

Drivers have to pay the course 
fee of £74, plus VAT, to take part. 
By successfully completing the 
course they avoid getting points

on their licence and a £60 fixed 
penalty fine. 

Fines of up to £1,000 can be 
imposed by courts on car drivers 
using phones. 

Bus, coach and lorry drivers 
can be fined up to £2,500. 

Motorists in Suffolk have been 
offered the option of going on the 
course since April 1. 

The two and a half-hour Call 
Divert course covers the law on 
mobile phone use, statistics 
about accidents and role-play to 
demonstrate the importance of 
maintaining attention while 
driving. 

Jim Kirkwood, managing 
director of AA DriveTech, the 
company running the courses, 


said: “By offering 'mobile phone’ 
education as part of their broader 
road safety strategy, Suffolk 
Constabulary is clearly com¬ 
mitted to changing drivers’ 
attitudes towards using a mobile 
phone behind the wheel.” 

At the same time Suffolk police 
are introducing a revised Vehicle 
Defect Rectification Scheme 
(VDRS) as an alternative to 
prosecution for minor faults such 
as lights which are not working. 

Roads policing officers in the 
county are also trying to avoid 
issuing the traditional HO/RT1 
form - known as a producer - 
which requires drivers to show 
insurance, MoT and licence 
details at a police station. 

Instead they are carrying out 
more instant checks via national 
databases.

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Car damage lands 
dad with £6,000 bill 


AN ANGRY dad claims he is 
£6,000 out of pocket after his 
son's car had to be written off 
and replaced because it was 
vandalised while awaiting 
repair at a garage. 

Duddley Haylock says he is 
extremely dissatisfied with the 
service he received at the Marshall 
garage in Bury St Edmunds and has 
written to the Marshall Group head 
office in Cambridge to complain. 

Mr Haylock, of Withersfield, took 
his son’s Peugeot car to the garage 
for repair and was told it needed a 
new ignition, which would have to 
be ordered from France. He was 
told this would take 10 days and 
agreed to have the work done. 

Two days later, Mr Haylock says 
he received a call from the garage to 
be told the car had been broken 
into and vandalised overnight on 
the garage premises, with the door 
forced and the back window 
smashed.

He says the garage told him it was 
not responsible for the damage and 
that it was his problem. 

Mr Haylock said he paid around 
£1,000 for the car at the same garage 
for his son, 18, who is currently 
taking his A-levels before going to 
Coventry University. 

Now Mr Haylock says as the cost 
of repairing the vehicle would have 
been more than it was worth, he has 
had to pay £3,500 for another car 
and £2,300 to insure it. 

Mr Haylock said: “Andrew has just 
built up a year’s no claims on his 
insurance, so if we claim, he will 
lose the lot. My son’s car was a 
2000V reg and with the cost of the 
ignition repair along with a new 
door and back window, has now 
rendered the car a write off. I was 
told the car was left at my own 
discretion in the car park, but after 
the problem was diagnosed I would 


have expected the vehicle to have 
been moved to a secure compound, 
but it would appear this was never 
done. 

“We have bought nine cars from 
Marshall’s over the years and surely 
they must have a duty of care to 
their customers. 

“The best offer I received from 
Bury was £400 for the car - which 
incidentally was bought for 
considerably more than that only a 
few months ago and was worth far 
more than that to my son - and 
£250 off a Ford Zetek they had on 
the forecourt. 

“I have agreed to take the Ford as 
I feel my back is against the wall, as 
my son needs transport to college 
and to where he works, but I am 
extremely angry at the treatment I 
have received. This is in my view no 
way sufficient compensation for 
their neglect of my son’s property.” 

Despite numerous calls, no-one 
at Marshall’s Motor Group was 
available for comment.

epresenting the 
people of Haverhill 
^should be like a walk 
in the park for new MP 
Matthew Hancock - who 
can list an arduous 
expedition to the North Pole 
among his achievements. 

Mr Hancock joined long-time 
friend Matthew Coater on the trek 
in 2005, setting out on foot to play 
the northern most game of cricket 
on record - at the North Pole. 

While he didn’t reach the pole itself 
- succumbing to frostbite on the 
Arctic Ocean only a third of the 
way there - he did succeed in 
playing the most northerly game 
of cricket. He was also fortunate to 
retain all of his fingers and the two 
men managed to raise thousands 
of pounds for Cancer Research UK 
in the process. 

Although disappointed not to 
have completed the expedition, 

Mr Hancock, who held the West 
Suffolk constituency seat for the 
Conservatives in the General 
Election, told the Weekly News it 
was an unforgettable experience. 
They were also able to take some 
valuable measurements of the 
thickness of the ice for the 
European Space Agency along the 
way. 

The extreme cold was only one 
of the high risk factors of the trip, 
which they made entirely on foot 
without huskies, but armed with 
shotguns in case they were 
attacked by polar bears. 

The pair spent 18 months 
training and Mr Hancock, who 
was working for the Bank of 
England at the time, found himself 
eating five meals a day to help him 
put on three stones in weight to 
prepare him for the trip. He also 
spent many hours pulling two

large tyres weighing 125kg on a 
specially-made sled through Hyde 
Park. 

He said: “It was because it was 
such a challenge, that’s what 
attracted me. I had climbed 
Kilimanjaro when I was 19 and 
trekked in various parts of the 
world, but never anywhere as 
extremely cold as this. 

“One of the funniest stories was 
when I was pulling my tyres along 
and I saw someone doing the 
same thing coming in the other 
direction, who was training to go 
to the South Pole.” 

He added: “The most efficient 
way of taking calories with you is 
on your body, because everything 
you are going to eat, you have to 
carry. 

“In terms of sponsorship we 
were told that Brit Insurance only 
sponsored sport, so at their 
request we decided to attempt the 
most northerly game of cricket. I 
was very pleased to bowl the ball at 
the stumps and get my gloves back 
on. I was delighted to get my name 
on the fly sheet of Wisden, 


alongside names like Brian Lara 
and SashinTendulka. 

“Because I got frostbite I cannot 
go back somewhere very cold and 
I have got arthritis in my fingers. 
My wife is delighted I won’t be 
going back on any more trips to 
the Arctic. 

“It was disappointing not to be 
able to complete the expedition, 
but it was a fantastic experience. 
On the north coast of the Arctic 
Ocean we were about 400 miles 
from the nearest human being. On 
the first night it was completely 
still and completely blue sky. In the 
daytime it was very hard work, 
dragging the sled for eight hours. 
Then the tent ripped and I took 
my gloves off to sew it up. My 
mistake was in not stopping when 
my fingers stopped hurting, which 
was because they were frozen. 

“It was a hard decision to turn 
back, but if I had got my fingers 
very cold again I could have lost 
them.”

I need a blood 
every month to 


S INCE she was 
just eight 
months old, 
Preeti Dhanak- 
Steele has relied on 
monthly blood 
transfusions and a 
daily cocktail of 
pills in order to live. 

A GP liaison sister at 
Addenbrooke’s, Preeti, 
43, was born with a 
genetic and life- 
threatening blood 
disorder which, if left 
untreated, can be fatal. 

Born in Kenya, Preeti 
inherited thalassaemia 
major from her parents, 
who were unaware they 
were carriers of the 
abnormal gene which 
causes the rare 
condition. 

“Thalassaemia is like 
a ticking time bomb,” 
says Preeti. 

“If you don’t do your 
treatment you could go 
years and years feeling 
absolutely fine as long 
as you have your blood 
transfusions. But then 
all of a sudden your 
organs will fail, you’ll 
end up in ITU and you’ll 
die. Many people, 
hopefully, get a wake- 
up call before that 
happens, but that’s the 
reality of it.”

There are two main 
strands of the blood 
condition, which is 
particularly prevalent 
among Mediterranean 
and Asian groups: 
thalassaemia major, 
which is the most acute 
form, and thalassaemia 
minor. 

Like Preeti, people 
with the most severe 
variety cannot produce 
the required amount of 
haemoglobin in the 
blood, which is needed 
for their heart and lungs 
to function normally. 

This lack of 

haemoglobin makes red 
blood cells break down, 
causing anaemia, one of 
the first noticeable 
signs of the condition. 
Further symptoms can 
include shortness of 
breath, stunted growth, 
an enlarged spleen, 
diabetes and 
osteoporosis in later 
life. 

Thalassaemia minor 
is a milder form, where 
patients still have the 
gene but their body can 
produce enough 
haemoglobin. It can 
also cause mild 
anaemia, but is most 


commonly detected in 
pregnant women at a 
routine blood test when 
it can become 
problematic: if the 
woman’s partner also 
has the abnormal gene, 
there is a 25 per cent 
chance the baby could 
inherit thalassaemia 
major, and require life¬ 
long treatment. 

“My parents didn’t 
know they were carriers 
of thalassaemia because 
they had no 
symptoms,” explains 
Preeti. 

“If you’re a carrier, or 
your parents have been 
carriers down the 
generations, then you’re 
not going to know 
because you’re a 
healthy carrier. So you 
won't know you have 
the condition unless 
you have a blood test or 
if, like for my parents, 
you have a child and 
your child becomes 
thalassaemia major.” 

As the routine test for 
thalassaemia in 
pregnant women wasn’t 
carried out when 
Preeti's mother was 
expecting her, Preeti 
wasn’t diagnosed until 
she was 8 months old, 
when her parents took 
her to hospital because 


she wasn’t well. 

“I had started to 
become anaemic, 
irritable and wasn’t 
feeding properly, so I 
wasn’t putting on 
weight like a baby 
should,” explains Preeti. 
“I was given a blood test 
and I was diagnosed 
with thalassaemia 
major.” 

The test showed that 
Preeti’s blood levels 
were dangerously low 
and she was in urgent 
need of a blood 
transfusion to increase 
them. 

“I’ve had regular 
blood transfusions 
every four weeks since 
that first one - it’s the 
norm for me now,” she 
explains. 

“I go in to the ward 
with my iPod, hook 
myself up and that’s it. 

It doesn’t hurt; it just 
takes a bit of time. As 
you grow you need 
more blood, so I now 
need two units at a 
time. It can take up to 
four hours, depending 
on how your body takes 
it.” 

Preeti and her family 
moved to England when 
she was 7 because her 
parents felt she would 
benefit from the higher 
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transfusion 
stay al ive 


level of healthcare 
available. 

The youngest of five 
children, Preeti’s siblings 
were also tested for the 
condition and the results 
showed that one of her 
three brothers and her 
sister were also carriers. 
Her brother is currently 
not showing any 
symptoms, but her sister 
has anaemia, which she 
controls by diet and 
medication. 

Preeti's regular 
transfusions also 
increase the amount of 
iron in her blood to a 
dangerously high level, 
which is heightened 
further as one of the side 
effects of thalassaemia is 
to make the body absorb 
more iron from food. 
This build up of iron in 
the blood is potentially 
lethal and can damage 
internal organs and even 
lead to heart failure, so 
the iron has to be 
removed by a treatment 
known as chelation. 

This can be done by 
taking a combination of 
10 pills daily - or a 
soluble daily tablet - 
complemented by an 
intrusive infusion drip 
which needs to be 
inserted into the body 
via an injection three 
times a week and left in 
for at least 24 hours each 
time. 

“I have to take the 
combination of tablets 
because I couldn’t get on 
with the one tablet,” 
explains Preeti. 

“The infuser goes into 
your stomach via the 
needle and that goes on 
slowly over 24 to 48 
hours. 

“The needle has to 
stay in all that time and 
that happens three times 
a week. All thalassaemics 
administer the infuser 
themselves. 

“Because I’ve had to 
do it throughout my life, 

I just get on with it, but 
when the 24 hours are 
nearly up I’m always 
desperate to take it out.” 

Speaking to me before 
her shift at 

Addenbrooke’s, Preeti 
admits that she is feeling 
tired, the way she often 
feels when she is due a 
transfusion, but despite 
the lengths she has to go 
to in order to maintain 
her health she is 
extremely upbeat. 

“I’ve been brought up 
to be positive and 


strong. As a child, if I 
whinged, instead of 
wrapping me up in 
cotton wool my mum 
would tell me to get on 
with it; that’s made me 
quite a strong person,” 
says Preeti with a warm 
smile. 

“I describe the need 
for a transfusion a bit 
like when a car runs out 
of petrol and doesn’t go, 
then when you put 
petrol in it zooms off. 
When I’m coming up to 
my next transfusion I 
start to feel tired but 
then once I’ve had my 
transfusion I feel fine.” 

As well as being 
dependent on her 
medication and 
transfusions, Preeti also 
has diabetes, which she 
has developed because 
of the thalassaemia. 

“I’m a little greedy, 

I’ve got two conditions,” 
she says laughing. 

“The high iron load is 
toxic to the body so it 
can affect your heart, 
your hormones and the 
pancreas, which 
produces insulin so you 
become diabetic. 

“The diabetes actually 
gets me down more than 
my thalassaemia,” she 
admits. “I take insulin as 
I eat so if I’m eating three 
times a day I have to take 
my insulin three times a 
day too, plus every 
morning and evening. 

“So depending on 
what I eat I could need 
up to six injections a day 
for the diabetes, as well 
as the infuser and 
transfusions for the 
thalassameia.” 

At this stage there is 
no cure for Preeti’s 
condition. During 
childhood a ‘stem cell 
transplant' is a possible 
cure either by a bone 
marrow transplant or a 
cord blood transplant, 
but this is a risky 
operation and isn’t 
suitable for everyone. 

“There's constant 
research going on,” says 
Preeti. 

“The bone marrow 
transplant has to come 
from a sibling, but I’m 
too old for that now. 

Even if I had the option 
for the operation I 
wouldn’t take it because 
I don’t see myself as 
having a disease or being 
disabled in anyway -1 
just get on with life, I’m a 
fighter.” 

Preeti admits that her 


thalassaemia has made 
her very determined, a 
trait she has inherited 
from her mother. 

“I remember going 
into hospital and my 
mum being there and I 
was having a 
transfusion,” she recalls. 
“My mum was feisty; 
because of all the 
transfusions your veins 
collapse and you can’t 
always get the needle in 
first time, so she’d give 
the doctors three strikes 
- they could try three 
times to get the needle 
in and if they couldn’t 
they were out and had to 
call someone else. So 
that’s how I’ve been as 
well.” 

Despite being 
remarkably upbeat 
about her condition, 
Preeti says she does have 
low moments but, 
thanks to her caring 
husband Dean and her 
parents, mainly has a 
positive outlook. 

“Dean’s very 
supportive,” says Preeti, 
with an affectionate 
smile. “He has been from 
day one. I also have a 
fantastic manager at 
work.” 

Throughout her life 
Preeti has found support 
from the UK 
Thalassaemia Society, 
which is based in 
London. 

With help from a team 
of friends, she organised 
a special event to raise 
money for research into 
the condition. The 
‘Thalassaemia goes to 
the Awards’ event took 
place last Saturday and 
showed a selection of 
short videos from people 
who have, or know 
someone, who has the 
condition. 

“Before I joined the 
UK Thalassaemia 
Society, to me, I was the 
only person in the world 
with this condition,” 
says Preeti. 

“Growing up I was 
very lonely and I felt that 
I couldn’t do all the 
things that my friends 
were doing because I 
needed to do my infuser 
or because I had to go 
for a transfusion. 

“But thanks to the 
society I realised that I 
wasn’t the only one -1 
realised there are other 
people like me.”

Don’t give in to pressure 
from the debt collectors 


HAVERHILL Citizens Advice Bureau this 
month offers advice on debt collection 
agencies and the problems people face 
when the arrears have been paid but 
collectors continue to demand payment. 


Q: I have been contacted by debt 
collectors about money I did owe 
but have now paid off. They won’t 
accept that the money has been 
paid. What can I do to stop the 
phone calls? 

A: If you are approached by a debt 
collector for a debt you have already 
paid you should tell them it has 
already been paid and tell them to 
take it up with the original creditor. 

If you have it, show them proof that 
you have already paid the debt, but 
the onus is on them to prove that 
they haven’t received payment. 
Contacting the original creditor to 
confirm you have paid it and getting 
them to contact the debt collector 
would also help, but again the onus 
is not on you to do this. 

If the debt collector still chases you 
for the debt you should make a 
complaint. If they don’t resolve the 


matter and the debt was for 
borrowing regulated by the 
Consumer Credit Act - such as a 
credit card, store card or a personal 
loan - you can ask the financial 
ombudsman to look at the case. 

You should also make the Office of 
Fair Trading (OFT) and the debt 
collectors trade body, the Credit 
Services Association (CSA), aware 
of any problems, because chasing 
people for disputed debts breaches 
OFT guidelines and the CSA’s code 
of practice. 

Don’t give in to their pressure. You 
should not have to pay twice. If you 
need help seek free, independent 
advice as soon as possible. Go to 
the Citizens Advice Bureau website, 
www.adviceguide.org.uk, for more 
information and contact details of 
your nearest CAB.

A glorious gift 
for anniversary 

REVIEW: Haverhill Choral Society 


LAST Saturday evening, Haverhill 
music lovers enjoyed a special 
performance of Mozart’s Requiem to 
celebrate the Haverhill Choral Society’s 
150th anniversary. 

Choral singing is a wonderfully rich 
experience to those involved and is 
equally uplifting to those listening. 

There were some exultant moments 
as in the Kyrie, with the sopranos 
soaring to a high B flat. Most of the 
time there were confident entrances in 
all voice parts. 

Sometimes consonants were too 
strong and were not followed by 
enough vowel tones. But overall it was 
a marvellous offering complemented 
by the orchestra. Nigel Brown was an 
accomplished addition, as always. 

The Independent Church was a 
perfect atmosphere for this work, even 
though the soloists would probably 
have felt more comfortable being in 
front of the orchestra which, of course, 
is not physically possible in this venue. 

Katharine Bundell sang the soprano 
solos with beauty and clarity. Elaine 
Henson’s rich contralto voice was 
delivered with a dramatic fervor. 

Tenors can oftentimes have a 
strained, brash quality but not so with 
Nicholas Bewes. His voice was 
delivered with ease and lightness yet 
rich in quality. 

Nicholas Fowler’s baritone also 
added a confidence and a beautiful 
quality. 

The whole musical delight was put 
together and held together by Jane 
Wright, the musical director. The 
Haverhill Choral Society has gone from 
strength to strength under her 
direction. 

The performance was a glorious gift 
for a beautiful May evening.

T he credit crunch 
may be over, but 
concerns about 
our environment 
remain in full swing, 
which explains why 
many of the 33 show 
gardens at this year's 
RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show are taking wildlife 
or biodiversity as their 
theme. 

Of course, the RHS flagship 
show will, as always, include 
the weird and the wonderful. 
This year, visitors will see a 
huge floral Chinook 
“hovering” in the Great 
Pavilion and fake grass will be 
laid for the first time. And the 
most expensive garden ever 
created at Chelsea, The Ace of 
Diamonds garden - costing a 
cool £20 million and featuring 
jewels including a £lm peony¬ 
shaped ring with pink and 
green gems - will no doubt 
attract attention. 

But there’s also a big wildlife 
theme at this year’s event, 
with much more serious 
undertones. Show gardens 
include a bee-friendly plants 
courtyard garden, a

sustainable highland garden, 
an RHS biodiversity display 
and the Bradstone 
biodiversity garden. 

The RHS is marking the 
2010 United Nations’ 
International Year of 
Biodiversity at the show by 
highlighting that gardens have 
an important role to play in 
helping to slow down the 
global decline of biodiversity, 
yet are increasingly 
threatened by development. 

Its display will show that 
gardens are Britain’s biggest 
wildlife reserve, for example 
highlighting that they have a 
greater density of bumblebee 
nests than any other habitat 
and what we can do to help 
wildlife in our outside spaces. 

Guy Barter, head RHS 
advisor, explains: “Any garden, 


whether contemporary or 
more traditional, is full of 
living organisms and is 
remarkably rich compared to 
other environments, such as 
some kinds of modern 
farmland. 

“Diversity in garden types 
and styles, taken with other 
nearby features - railways, 
canals or parks for example - 
provide the range of habitats 
that make urban 
environments so effective in 
sustaining biodiversity.” 

Visitors to the display will 
see different planting 
combinations and materials 
to encourage wildlife and get 
advice on sustaining living 
organisms. The RHS exhibit is 
one of 11 in the Continuous 
Learning section, which will 
all be highlighting the power 
of plants. 

Another highlight is the 
One Plot Pledge, a grow-your- 
own exhibit demonstrating 
that vegetable gardening can 
be just as attractive as 
gardening with ornamentals 
and has added health 
benefits. It has been created 
by herb expert, broadcaster 
and author fekka McVicar and 
charity Garden Organic. 

The biodiversity theme 


continues in the World Land 
Trust exhibit Saving the 
Atlantic Rainforest, a major 
hotspot and home to 20,000 
plants species, 40 per cent of 
which are endemic. 

What can we take away 
from Chelsea with us this 
year? There are those 
gardeners who will groan at 
the thought of leaving untidy 
nettle beds or log piles to 
attract butterflies and 
hedgehogs on an otherwise 
beautifully ordered plot. 

But there are things you can 
do to help biodiversity and 
keep your open space looking 
its best, even if you have the 
most formal of gardens. 

Many brightly coloured and 
scented flowers are a magnet 
to pollinating insects. 

Think of divine low hedges 
of lavender, beautiful cottage 
garden favourites such as 
roses, nepeta and foxgloves. 
Stick to the old-fashioned, 
single varieties that haven’t 
been too hybridised, as bees 
find it difficult to extract the 
pollen from most double- 
flowered types. Plate-like 
flowers such as asters, 
Michaelmas daisies and 
rudbeckia are all great for 
pollinating insects. 


Install a water feature - it 
doesn’t have to be a huge 
pond - and soon you will have 
frogs, birds and other 
creatures visiting it. 

Plant mixed hedges such as 
hawthorn, yew and field 
maple to attract wildlife, while 
berried shrubs will be a 
magnet for birds. 


And if it all sounds like a bit 
of a yawn, you can always 
shelter under the “hovering” 
floral Chinook in the Grand 
Pavilion.

Mike pondering 
Wratting future 

MIKE Bavester is mulling over his future 
as player-manager of West Wratting 
following a draining end to the Kershaw 
League, Premier League campaign. 
Wratting completed their season with a 
4-1 win at home to relegated Fordham 
with two goals from Sam Green and one 
each from Paul Jenkin and Cody Frazier. 
Mauz A1 Sheik replied for Fordham. 

But it was their fourth game in the space 
of a week and 19th match in the last two 
months, with Bavester admitting he was 
feeling the strain. He said: “I’ve become a 
little bit disillusioned with it. 

“I’ve never had to do what we’ve done in 
the last six weeks in all my involvement 
in football.
